Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

Mrs  Harris  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  tlie  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  I herewith  bet^  to  submit  an  abbreviated 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1941. 

As  the  report  for  1940  was  not  fully  comprehensive, 
so  is  the  one  for  1941,  but  all  details  remain  available 
for  a complete  survey  of  the  whole  war  period. 

On  grounds  of  national  security  the  Registrar- 
General  has  requested  that  complete  tables  of  local 
populations,  or  quotations  from  the  figures  supplied  by 
him,  which  may  enable  any  substantial  series  of  local 
population  to  be  reconstructed,  should  be  omitted  from 
the  Annual  Report.  Further,  no  reference  may  be 
made  to  the  activities  in  connection  with  war-time 
industrial,  military,  or  other  important  developments 
in  the  area.  Hence  the  only  statistics  to  be  found  in 
the  report  for  this  year  are  the  actual  number  of  births, 
deaths,  infantile  and  maternal  deaths  ; number  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  their  fatality  rates. 
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The  proposals  with  reference  to  War-time 
Nurseries,  a Government  Emergency  Hostel  at 
Seng-henydd  House;  increased  A.R  P.  responsibilities 
with  regard  to  equipment,  etc.  is  rapidly  brin^in^  the 
administrative  capacity  of  this  department  to  saturation 
point. 

In  November,  1941,  Miss  Audrey  Lewis  was 
appointed  as  an  additional  Clerk,  whose  duties,  inter 
alia^  included  the  relief  of  Health  Visitors  from  the 
sales  of  Food. 

I a^ain  express  my  thanks  to  the  whole  Public 
Health  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

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GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


(a).  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  and  City  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Cardiff  continued  to  serve  the  aiea  during^  the  year. 
The  examination  of  diphtheria  swabs,  cerebro-spinal 
fluid,  virulence  tests  and  examination  of  milk  and 
water  samples  comprised  most  of  the  work  submitted. 
The  total  cost  of  this  service  was  il07. 

• (b).  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  position  is  as  reported  in  the  report  for  the 
previous  year.  The  cost  of  piovidin^  ambulances  for 
street  accidents  and  the  couveyinor  of  maternity  cases 
to  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  and  Llwynypia  Hospital 
was  £44. 


(c).  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  various  Nursing  Associations  employ  a 
trained  Nurse  for  their  members. 

Following  representations  regarding  the  amount 
of  home  nursing  for  evacuees  with  minor  ailments,  the 
Council  granted  an  annua!  payment  of  ;^5  to  each 
Association.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


(i).  Maternity  Services. 

These  remained  as  for  the  past  two  years,  with  the 
attendances  at  Ante-Natal  Clinics  still  showing  a 
slight  increase. 

There  were  58  deaths  of  children  under  1 year, 
which  shows  some  improvement  in  the  infant  moitality 
rate.  However,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  still 
hi^h.  Thirteen  of  these  cases  died  in  other  areas 
after  transference  to  Hospitals,  etc.

ITe  effect  of  the  scheme  for  Infant  Feeding 
developed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  is  shown  in  the 
above  table.  I'he  amount  spent  by  the  Council 
represents  free  issue  of  dried  milk  to  necessitous  cases, 
when  the  National  Dried  Food  is  found  to  be 
unsuitable.  These  foods  are  available  for  purchase 
on  medical  advice. 

The  benefit  derived  from  the  provision  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  of  Orange  and  Black  Currant  Juices 
to  children  under  2 years  cannot  be  overestimated. 
I'he  whole  nutritinal  standard  has  been  improved  by 
(his.  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Virol,  Horlick’s  Malted  Milk, 
etc  were  made  available  free  of  charge  or  at  cost  price 
in  all  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  whilst  certain  Medicants 
were  also  supplied  free  of  charge. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Dental  treatment  for  expectant  mothers  and 
children  underfive  years  was  provided  by  arrangement 
with  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council.  The  provision  of  dentures  for 
expectant  mothers  is  free  if  the  resources  of  the  home 
are  within  the  Council  scale,  and  the  cost  to  the 
Council  of  this  service  was  ;^25. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 


Children  requiring’  orthopaedic  treatment  are  seen 
at  the  school  orthopaedic  clinics  of  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 
Appliances  prescribed  are  obtained  from  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  supplied  free  if  the 
income  of  the  home  warrants  it.  In  the  event  of 
in-patient  treatment  being  required,  the  child  is 
admitted  to  this  Hospital,  and  all  maintenance  charges 
borne  by  the  Council. 


Consultant  and  Hospital  Maternity  Facilities. 

During  the  year  10  cases  were  referred  for 
consultation  to  Professor  Strachan  and  37  complicated 
cases  of  child  birth  were  admitted  to  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary  Maternity  Wards.  The  cost  of  these  services 
was  £340  for  the  year,  whilst  conveyances  were 
provided  amounting  to  £45.  Many  of  the  complications 
of  pregnancy  were  toxaemias  requiring  dietetic 
supervision  and  rest,  and  the  provision  of  a few  beds 
in  a local  hospital  for  this  purpose  would  be  pleasanter 
for  the  patients  and  their  friends  and  less  costly  for 
the  Council. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  opened  a Maternity 
Home  at  Llanfrechfa  Grange  under  the  administration 
of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council.  'I'his  was 
primarily  intended  for  evacuees,  but  the  Council 
arranged  with  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council  to 
admit  normal  cases  of  pregnancy,  v/here  the  home 
conditions  were  unsuitable  for  child  birth  on  grounds 
of  size  overcrowding,  cleanliness,  etc.  During  the 
year  6 cases  were  admitted  to  this  Home,  whilst  2 
cases  were  admitted  to  Llwynypia  Hospital  directly 
through  this  Council. 
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Other  Services. 

Other  services  provided  by  the  Council  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  are  Home 
Helps,  treatment  of  defective  vision,  removal  of  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids,  and  X-Ray  facilities. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Water  Supply. 

Durincf  the  year,  the  Hamlet  of  Groeswen  was 
connected  to  the  mains  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water 
Board,  by  means  of  an  old  pipe  line.  The  supply  is 
maintained  by  the  installation  of  a 30,000  gallon  tank, 
which  fills  up  at  nii^ht. 

Ten  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  all 
proved  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

At  the  Garth  Engineering  Works,  Taffs  Well,  the 
cesspools  have  been  dispensed  with  and  the  Works  are 
now  connected  with  the  Council  sewer  via  Forest  Row. 
This  necessitated  the  installation  of  water  tanks,  and 
the  construction  of  a syphon  to  carry  sewage  over  the 
Glamorgan  Canal.  The  arrangement  is  working  most 
satisfactorily. 

The  Council  contributed  the  sum  of  £250  towards 
the  cost. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

As  in  previous  years.  There  is  no  evidence  of 
additional  pollution  owing  to  increased  factory 
activities. 
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Cesspits  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

During'  the  year  13  cesspits  were  cleaned  at  a cost 
of  £20  Is.  6d. 

There  has  been  no  conversion  from  conservancy 
into  water  carriage  system. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  position  is  substantially  unchanged,  but  there 
is  no  doubt  that  there  is  need  of  increased  personnel 
and  vehicles.  The  difficulties  have  been  accentuated 
by  the  collection  of  salvage.

livery  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the 
standard  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  the 
hiah  standard  of  working  class  housing  always  adopted 
by  this  Council.  The  last  Census  in  1938  showed  an 
overcrowding^  index  of  1.03,  and  by  all  standards  in 
any  place, at  any  time,  this  was  eminently  satisfactory. 

It  must  be  recorded  that  the  war  and  evacuee 
influx  has  led  to  a much  lower  standard  of  repair  and 
condition  of  houses  throughout  the  area.  It  has  also 
been  necessary  to  allow  certain  tenements  to  be 
occupied  by  lar^e  evacuee  families  which  could  not  be 
accommodated  or  kept  together  elsewhere,  which 
tenements  would  normally  be  forthwith  condemned.

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  taken  was  68,  an 
increase  of  39  over  the  preceding  year.  There  were  15 
bad  samples  taken,  whilst  in  the  preceding  year  only  8 
were  discovered.  In  all  cases  the  faults  were  remedied 
and  the  milk  rendered  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  ^reat  improvement  in  the  supervision  of  this 
important  branch  of  public  health  work  was  entirely 
due  to  the  increased  facilities  ^iven  to  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors  by  the  provision  of  transport.  The  expen- 
diture of  £50  has  proved  an  excellent  investment  and 
has  resulted  in  an  improved  standard  of  milk  production 
throuii'hout  the  area.

Inspection  of  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  area, 
four  continue  to  pay  their  annual  licensing  fee. 
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No  meat  is  slau^rhtered  in  the  area,  except  a few 
bacon  pigs.  Meat  is  obtained  chiefly  from  government 
controlled  abattoirs  at  Cardiff,  Pontypridd  and  Maes- 
yewmmer.  As  there  are  no  inspections  of  slaughter- 
houses, the  number  of  visits  to  butchers'  shops  has 
increased  to  439.
